And Hard to Cure 


f& HEAR so much about pyor- 
rhea these days that it js 
well to consider what it is, why 
we have it, and how to prevent 
it.

HE disease progresses slowly 
and gives no pain or digcom- 
fort at the start. Later the gums 
Become swollen and spongy and 
do not adhere closely to the 
testh. They bleed easily and 
When you brush the teeth or bite 
into a pear or apple or sweet 
eprn ‘a little blood shows. These 
are warning signs which should 
net be neglected. As the gums 
recede from the teeth, particles 
of food get under the gum and 
soon we have pus and'a general 
poisoning of the system. similar 
to that from ean abcessed or in- 
fected tooth. 
s 


HE most common cause of 
pyorrhea is tarter on the 
tecth. It is the same kind of 
formation as stores in the gall 
hiadder, kidney or urinary blad- 
afr Tt is Gepdsited in the mouth 
directly from the saliva. It is a 
stony coherétion which appears 
rest commonly where the saliv 
ary glands empty inte the mouth, 
that is over the inner surfaces of 
the lower front tecth and. the 
outzide or cheek surfaces of the 
upper molars. 
T FIRST this devosit is soft 
and light. colored, jater it 
becomes hard and thick Arid darn 
colored. Nature does not hie any 
foreign substance. This tartar 
irritates the gums and they draw 
away from it, teaving a pocket 
which. affords more room for 
more. tattar.. The trouble extends 
ald finally the bone of the socket 
becomes inflamed and gradually 
absorbed. It may proceed to such 
a great. éxteht that the teeth 
fal) out, : 
OOR filling of the teeth may 
be the: cause. if théy aré left 
rough and wnevel, sétting up 
irritation. Poorly applied bridges 
and crowns may start the mis- 
chief.

BEEF AND. PORK 
AT SMALL COST 


By JUDITH WiLSON 
HE less, expensive cuts of 
beef, pork, veal nnd even salt 
pork lend. themselves ic all kinds 
cf intriguing main disl.es fcr the 
low eost diners that are so imn- 
portant in the plans of ihe aver- 


age housewife right now. Since 
we have discussed beef already. 


let's have the recipes for the 
dishes that were mentioned in 
yesterday's menus, tiret. 

Beef Strogandv 

For the beef Stroganov. cook 
a chopped onion in two table- 
spoons of butter. Cut a pound 
and a half of round steak into 
narrow strips and fry them for 
two or three miutes with the 
cooked onion. When browned, 
transfer the pieces ef meat to a 
deep frying pan or saucepan Adc 
a tablespoon of butter vo the 
drippings in the pan. stir in two 
teaspoons flour, one teaspoon dry 
mustard, halt a teaspoon of salt, 
a dash of pepper and two cups 
of soup stock or hot water. Let 
this sawwee cook for a tew min- 
utes. then pour it over the meat. 
which Should be placed over a 
low flame. 

Cut raw: potatoes imto narrow 
strips, brown these in butter, put 
them in. with the meat and let 
the tombination simmer until 
the meat and potatoes are ten- 
cer. Just before serving stir in 
two tablespoons of sour cream 

Beef Surprise 

For the beef surprise given 
in the menu above, form well 
sernsoned mashed potatoes into & 
10ll about eight inches tong and 
Your inches through. Season two 
pounds of chopped beef with two 
teaspoons of salt, one tablespoon 
chopped onion, one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper and two table- 
spoons of orcestershire sauce 
Add a slightly beaten egg. Put 
the meat on a piece of waxed 
paper, pat out to about one-third 
inch in thickness. Wrap the 
nteat around the potato roll, 
cverlap the edges and press firm- 
ly Remove the paper and put 
into a loaf pan. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for forty-five minutes 


or, if you’ wish. you can make 


tiny rolls, dip them in egg and 
cLumbs and fry in deep fat. 
Pork-Banana Loaf 

The pork and banana loaf is 
delicious and unusua! in flavoi 
but it is a grand way of using 
up odds and ends that accumu- 
late. Grind enough veal to make 
three-fourths of a pound and 
mix it with one pound of sausage 
meat. Mash two bananas ane 
mix with the-meat and with two 
slices of bread which have been 
soaked in. water and squeczec 
dry. one teaspoon of sugar. salt 
ond pepper. Form wto a loaf 
Irn a baking pan place two slices 
of bacon and fry just enough to 
oii the pan, put in the meat loal 
and cover with. three strips ot 
raw bacon. Slice two smail 
crions and put areund the loaf 
in the pan. Roast in a hot oven 
ebeut fifty minutes. Serve hot 
beught up so much perk for dis- 
tribution to needy families 1 
would like to give you a few 
ents on usintg: “salt” pork.

However. not all 
of his poitraits are uncomplhi- 
mentary Some are impressive 
and avwe-inepiring mm thet 
ivered wrandeur and nobditity. 

The Inte Lord Leverhulme was 
ene of the féw victims of John's 
brush wito ‘fetaliated and got 
under the ariist’s skin John 
painted a full-lensth portrait of 
bord Leverhulme sud when ft 
wag finished dispateiea it te the 
reer. A few days later the crate 
inf which the portrait had been 
ba@eked was returned to the ar- 
tft. On opening the crate, John 
found the painting with the head 
of: Lérd Leverhulme cut out. A 
tag attached read: “Herewith 
the remainder of portrait paint- 
¢d by Augustus John, July-Aug- 
ust. 1920" 

Shocked and indignant, John 
addressed a noie to Lord bever- 
hulme demanding an explanation 
“for this, the grossest insult of 
my carecr.” Levefitidme’s reply 
was deeply apologetic. He ex- 
plained im painstaking deta), 
hew the picture had atrived at 
his house; how. wishing to guard 
sci) vaoiued treasure. he had de- 
cided to remove it from tht 
frame. roll it up and place it in 
his safe: how he was cdisappoint- 
ed to find the safe a bit too smali 
te aceetnmedate the whole pic- 
ture and how he had conse- 
quently cut off the head, “which 
Was really the important part,” 
and docked it safely away. 

Lord Levérhufiie ibSistea he 
had Rot nmieArt td refhinn the fe- 
niaifs to the outraged artist, 
Statitg this action had been his 
houstkeeper’s mistake. He had. 
in fact, he said. ordered thé re- 
maing of the portrait kept) se 
thatif he ever wished to-@isplay 
the picture. he could put the 
head back into place-and do so. 

When London aft circles heard 
of this incident they rowred, sus- 
pecting the nature cf the por- 
trait: John fumed and threat- 
ened to publish a photograph of 
the “beheaded pertrait” as it 
appeared before decapitation, but 
he never did.
